OPYRIGHT AND “MONOPOLY.” 

A resident of Los Angeles in- 
forms The. Times that he has, after a 
considerable amount of correspond- 
ence with the Washington authorities, 
elicited from the Register of Copy- 
righis “a quotable summary of our 
law for the protection of authors and 
publishers,” to the effect that “copy- 
right protects the copyrightable con- 
tents, but gives no monopoly in the 
mere title of a periodical.” If this 
information is to be accepted liter- 
ally, it reveals a condition of affairs 
that calls for some amendment of the 
law. 

A copyright, to be of real value as 
a protective measure, ought to cover, 
not merely the “copyrightable con- 
tents” of a publication, but the title 
or name of such publication. This 
proposition appears to be about as ob- 
vious as anything can be. Uniess the 
publisher of a’ periodical can copy- 
right the title of his publication, as 
well as the contents, he is not pro- 
tected, and the copyright is little bet- 
ter than a farce; for another person 
can steal the name of the periodical 
and enter into competition with the 
/Fightfal. owner, to the serious injury 
of the latter. 

‘Some years ago, after a deal of dis- 
cussion pro and con, an “international 
copyright” agreement was made and 
duly ratified between the United 
States, England., and some of the other 
European countries. The law’ was de- 
signed to prevent the “pirating” of 
books in one country after they had 
appeared in another—an evil which 
had attained large proportions. The 
international copyright law or agree 
ment provided that a book copyrighted 
in two countries. must be published 
simultaneously in those countries. As 
an instance of the ineffectiveness of 
the law, the ease of J. J. Bell’s “Wee 
MacGreegor,” may be cited. Mr. Beli 
was unable to tecure simultaneous 
publication of the work in the United 
States and Great Britain. The result 
was that “pirated” copies were on 
sale all over the United States soon 
after its publication in England. 

Unless our domestic copyright laws 
afford to publishers and authors some 
protection against the pirating of their 
titles, they are not much more effec- 
tive than the international copyright. 
The title of a book or a periodical js 
as much a part of the value thereof 
as are the contents. If it be true that 
a copyright protects only the contents 
and not the title of a periodical, it 
inflicts an obvious injustice, and the 
law onght to be amendéd at the earl 
lest opportunity. 1%

NUMERICAL GROWTH. 


The r has deen marked 
by steady and healthful, but not rapid 
increase in the numbér of muni- 
cants. The present total is 3,931,918, an 
increase of 138,025, which is 4 76-100 per 
cent., as against an increase of 4 per 
dent. during the quadrennlum ending 
in 1900. percen of increase 
have varied considerably and unge- 
countably. For the last six qua dreunt- 
ums, beginning twenty years ago, they 
have been respectively 7%, 4, 12, 20, 16, 
4, and 4%. In r to ascertain the 
adtual increase in accessions to the 
Church we must add to the net increase 
the number who have died, 154,882, 
making a total actual increase of 292. 
907; Which is more than 10 per cent. 
The increase in the number of Sunday- 


ec Officers, teachers, and scholars 
has been 119,075, and the present total 
le 3,124,644. These figures suggest vast 
responsibilities, met very imperfectly, 
but we may well thank God and take 
courage. 

EPISCOPAL VISITATIONS. 

Your General Superintendents have 
presided over all the sessions of the 
one hundred and thirty-nine Annual 
Conferences, Mission Conferences, and 
Missions in the United States. During 
the quadrennium we have made about 
sixty thousand ministerial appoint- 
ments. The number of churches which 
have seriously objected to the pastors 
assigned them. and of the ministers 
who have declined their a ntments, 
has been insignificant. In this respect, 
as well as others, our itinerancy has 
proved iteelf a marvelously efficient 
syetem of min terial supply, and is the 
wonder and admiration of y of the 
leaders of other churches wh have 
thousands of vacant pulpits and thou-. 
sands of unemploved preachers. 

The wide expansion ot work 
abroad has demanded large increase of 
Episcopal supervision in the foreign 
mission fields, and such gupervision has 
een conducted under the regulations 
adopted by successive Generai Confer- 
ences, During the quadrennium Bish- 
op Vincent has had general supervision 
in Europe, and Bishop Moore in Bast- 
ern Asia. Both of them viaited this 
country, as will be more fully stated 
later. Bishop Hamilton has had super- 
Vision for two ye 
Cranston and FitzGerald each for one 
year, in Mexico, Bishops McCabe and 
Joyce each two years in South Amer- 
ica. During Bishop Vincent's presence 
in this country, Bishop McCabe heid 
seven conferences in Europe in the year 
1902. In 1903 and 1904 Bis Warren 
visited India. Malaysia, and Philip- 
pines, in conjoint superintendency with 
the missionary bishops.

BOARD OF HEALTH QUESTION. 
What has happened in the Board of 
Health, that the meetings of that body 
have been discontinued? This ques- 
tion has been bandied about the City 
Hall until it has almost assumed the 
proportions of an issue. : 
Under the provisions of the city 
charter the Board of Health is to hold 
bi-weekly meetings. This is theory, 
practice of late has been a meeting 
once a month, but at the present time 
meetings are not held even that often.
